The  American  Civilization 
and  the  Jews 

No  doubt  many  of  you  have  been  watch¬ 
ing  Abba  Eban’s  “Heritage  —  Civilization 
and  the  Jews”  these  past  weeks.  As  I  have 
sat  and  listened  to  the  incredible  history  of 
this  ancient-modern  people  of  which  I  am  a 
proud  member,  I  have  been  reminded  of  the 
uncivilized  way  in  which  Jews  were  treated 
by  so  many  peoples  in  so  many  lands.  They 
were  disenfranchised,  disinherited,  ghet¬ 
toized  and  expelled  from  their  homes.  Yet 
the  story  reaches  soaring  heights  in  terms  of 
Jewish  culture,  learning,  wisdom  and  ac¬ 
complishment.  But  then  again  it  plunges  to 
depths  of  depravity  and  cruelty  against 
Jews  which  is  hard  to  fathom.  The  disease 
of  anti-semitism  is  an  old  one  and  it  weaves 
in  and  out  of  the  saga  of  Jewish  history. 
The  fires  of  anti-Jewish  bigotry  were 
periodically  fanned  into  blazing  flames 
which  consumed  Jews,  their  homes,  schools 
and  houses  of  worship.  One  thing  survived 
the  flames  —  the  faith  of  Judaism. 

The  only  place  where  Jews  from  the 
beginning  could  cultivate  their  civilization 
and,  at  the  same  time,  enjoy  civil  rights  on 
an  equal  footing  with  all  others  is  the  coun¬ 
try  in  which  we  live.  From  its  inception  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States  spelled 
out  clearly  that  all  its  citizens  are  equal  and 
that  no  group  was  to  be  superior  to  any 
other.  For  Jews  this  was  a  revolutionary 
idea. 

For  us  and  for  our  children  who  know  no 
other  way  of  life,  this  has  been  accepted  as 
the  right  way.  And  it  is.  But  let  us  never 
forget  that  this  was  not  always  so  —  it  isn’t 
so  everywhere  even  now  —  and  let  us  be 
aware  of  the  privilege  of  living  in  a 
democracy,  a  place  where  everybody’s 
voice  is  heard  in  the  voting  booth  on  Elec¬ 
tion  Day. 

This  is  not  a  privilege  to  be  taken  lightly. 
Voting  is  the  great  voice  of  America,  a  sym¬ 
phony  of  individual  voices  blended  into  a

By  Food  Pantry  Committee 

A  Food  Pantry  has  been  established  at 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  High  School,  to  aid  the  hungry 
poor  of  our  neighborhood.

Important  Improvements 
Made  Over  Summer 

Over  the  summer,  two  improvements 
were  made  which  are  sure  to  increase  the 
comfort  of  the  congregation  and  add  to  the 
dignity  of  our  services. 

Auxilliary  air  conditioning  was  installed 
which  eliminates  certain  uncomfortable 
“hot  spots”  when  the  sanctuary  is  at 
capacity  seating  and,  very  noticeably,  the 
sound  system  is  in  the  process  of  renewal 
and  upgrading. 

Sound  Associates,  experts  in  the  sound 
system  field,  have  replaced  all  the  wiring  in 
the  sanctuary,  Hall  of  Worship,  Lemberg 
Auditorium,  Sisterhood  Lounge  and  taping 
facility  and  installed  all  new  sound  com¬ 
ponents.  Next  year  the  speaker  system  will 
be  replaced. 

This  work  greatly  enhances  the  quality  of 
the  sound  system  and  sound  reproduction 
system  and  will  also  enable  the  Appleman 
Chapel  to  be  tied  into  the  sanctuary,  when 
necessary. 

Also  to  be  of  great  benefit  from  these  im¬ 
provements  will  be  the  quality  of  the  tapes 
which  are  produced  “live”  during  Bar/Bat 
Mitzvah  services  and  special  events  which 
take  place  in  the  Sanctuary  and  which  are 
routinely  taped.  Those  with  hearing  dif¬ 
ficulties  will  be  aided  as  well  by  the 
heightened  quality  of  the  reproduced  sound 
through  the  system.
